A GOUJ^TRi LIQUOR LIG£NSE. 

We are amongst those who bolieva 
that the number of retail liquor license 
should be restricted — that a license for 
every 1000 of the population would 
meet all requirements far bojtter than a 
license for every 100 personsj.aa at pre- 
sent. ' TJnder a restricted system there 

■•"- would be less drunkenness, fewer mis- 
erable homes, and more general 
prosperity amongst the beat customers 
of saloons. There is said to be a limit 
to everything, but there would seem to 
be ne limit to dramsellingr Itis true, 
that occasionally one hears of a tovrn 
liquor license being refused, but with a 
strange inconsistency the very next ap- 
plicant for a license in the very same 
neighborhood secures a right to retail 
spirits without difficulty. These are 

.;V:uiBtsnces of apparent injustice that aro 

. "^ sure to occur where the traffic is not re- 
gulated by some easily understood prin- 

' ■'^ ciple or systom with population as its 
basis; and justices in town or country, 
without tho restricting element, will 
be frequently found acting and decid- 

: ing under.- a misapprehension of the 
ciroumatances siirrounding applications 
for licenses. Witliin the past few days 
our County Court judge has been call- 
ed on to decide upon an appeal from a 
decision of the Esquiraalt magistrates, 
who declined to permit tlie sale of 
spirits at Goldstream, one of the most 
beautiful and picturesque localities in 
the vicinity of Victoria, situated four 
iniles from the nearest public house. 
The proprietor and raaniiger of tho pre 
mises are business men whoso characters 
cannot be impeached, ana were a license 
entrusted to their care there is not the 
slightest reason to fear that an im- 
proper use would be made of it. If a 
liquor license is necessary to any local- 
ity one would s ly that it is necessary 
at Goldstream, which during the sum- 
mer months is the frequent place of m- 
Bort of numerous picnic parties, tourists 
and amateur sportsmen. We are quite 
prepared to believe that tiie nuigif"- 
' trates, from the best of motives, acted 
upon information that was not alto- 
gether reliable, and we feel sure that 
we but express the mind of tho fre- 
quent visitors to Goldsti'eaiu when 
we say that were they to reverse that 
decision — supposing it possible to do 
so — their action would be received with 
satisfaction by the public in general. . 

A WOOLEN MILL. . 



There la .some «ense mixed with a 
good deal of the other thing in an 
•article on a woolen mill which appeared 
in our town contemporary yesterday. 

■ A woolen mill is one of the groat wants 
of this country. Most of tho woolen 
goods used here ought to be made here. 
The wool now exported in a raw state 
should howorkedupand worn in thepro- 
vince. The local demand is sufficiently 
large to use up all our wool when made in- 
to blankets and clothes. Since confedera- 
tion several millions of dollars 'have 
gone abroad to buy goods that should 
have been mado up here, and our wool 
has been shipped away for many, years 
and returned in a manufactured form, 
to the manifest injury of the country. 

j.The irap'brtance of establishing a wool- 
en mill has-been frequently discusse<l 
by the newspapers and tho feasibility 

- ipf the project pointed out. It has been 

- Bhown that profit is certain to follow 
inveatmentj but no capitalist has yet 
come forward to embark in tho enter- 
prise. In 1877 the Elliott Govern- 
ment placed $2,000 on the estimates to 
pay duties on the importation of 
the necessary machinery. The existing 
government— -in obedience to the wish 
of the finance minister, who believes 
the wool of British Columbia is of too in- 
ferior a quality to be manufactured — 
struck out the vote, and no premium is 
now offered; The statement of the 
government organ to ihe contrary is 
erroneous. The House did ask the 
government to place a sum on the 
estimates^ but the government paid as 
liCtle attention to that request as tliey 
have to many other recommendations 
from the same source. A bonus or 
premium should be again offered for 
the prosecution of the enterprise. 
To assure the achievement of the ob- 
ject $10,000 would not be too largo 
a premium. In Canada Municipalities 
offer a bonus for the establiahnient of 
woolen, paper and'otber manufactories 
within the corporate limits, the money 
thus paid out being shortly returni*d in 
the enhanced value of municipal 
property and the increased revenue 
consequence upon the employment of 
labor.

St. Johk (N.B.), July IC— Fires 
are raging along the line of the St.

On Wednesday night a 
fire swept tho railroad between Cork 
and Blaryeyy Stations, and burned a 
bride;e" across ' Lyons stream. The 
bridge had nineteen spans. 

S.\RKi.\, July 13. — The steamer City 
of St. Catliorinos was in collision with 
the American steam barge George A. 
Marsh, off White Eock Point, 42 miles 
from here.« .Tbe Gity^of St. Catherines 
was struck near the bow . and went to 
the bottom inside of 15 minute.s. Her 
cargo of general merchandise and five 
horses, bound for Chicago, were all 
lost. The crew and passengers, num- 
bering 50, were all saved. Careless- 
ness was the cause^ 

MoRElSBURO, July 7. — Tho corner 
stone of the new Methodist Church of 
Canada was laid yesterday afternoon 
by the Hon. Sir L. Til ley. The after- 
noon was very fine, and a large num- 
ber of people wore present to witness 
the ceremony. 

A young man named Marsolais of 
L' Assumption parish, on Sunday dress 
ed himself in his mother's gown, and 
then hung himself by the neck with a 
stout rope. His father and mother re 
turned from their Sunday evening's 
walk to find hira stone dead. No cause 
for the act is known. 

St. John, N.B., July 8. —Quito a 
sensation was occasioned this even 
ing by tho arrest of John Melick, a 
well known ship broker, on a charge of 
forgery. At the time of his arrest 
Melick was driving down the Mana 
wogonish road on tho way to tho United 
States. It is supposed the alleged 
forgery consisted in signing tho name 
of his undo, Henry Molink, to a note 
for 83,200, which he cashed at the 
Bank of Now Brunswick. The prison 
er is now in the police station, and 
will be brought before the magistrate 
to-morrow morning. Many rumors are 
rifo concerning tho matter. 

Parry Sound, July 8 — About three 
o'clock this afternoon a fire wasdiscov 
ered in the Guelph Lumber Co.'s yard 
u short distance from their steam sawr 
mill, and spread so rapidly that it was 
soon beyond all control, and consumed 
all tho lumber, tramways and docks. 
Both of the mills were saved with great 
e.xertion. It is estimated that two 
million feet of lumber was destroyed, 
said to be insured. 

PiCToy, J uly 7.— The bodies of Boyle 
and Langham, lost by capsizing of the 
yacht Little Giant, were recovered this 
afternoon. Mr. Boyle was a son of 
Mr. Robert Boyle, for years editor and 
and proprietor of the Picton Times. 
He was about twenty-five years old and 
leaves a wife and throe children. Mr. 
Langham was an Englishman 32 years 
old and unmarried.

Wlion Uie 8t.ago arrived at Umatillu tlie 
discovery was made tliat, although (ho 
box was proporly locked, tho money, gold 
dust and other valuables, togothor with 
the way bills, known to have been in it 
when tho stage loft Pendleton, had mys- 
teriously disappeared. Tlie box contain- 
ed at tho time of tlio robbery one ])ackago 
of §100 bills, another package of §100 
in small bills and .sevenu .sacks «)f gold 
dust. 

Paigo was naturally suspected, but ho 
was not molosted. Ho proceeded! to this 
city arriving hero last Tuesday evening. 
It was generally known that Paigo had 
been in straightened circumstances, but 
upon liis arrival in this city he bsgan a 
series of extravagant; debauches. Ho loft 
at Lent & Jeuno's assaying establiahincnt 
15.79 ounces of gold dust to bo ca.st into 
a brick. This he sold to Ladd it Tilton 
for ^47.32. Ho bought two gold watches, 
one of which ho wore when arrested, and 
tho other was at a jeweler's to bo engrav- 
ed with tho initials of somo one to whom 
ho intended to give tho watch. Tho de- 
tectives also learned where ho hail i^.c- 
changod two §100 bills for smaller notes. 
When arrested ho proclaimed his inno- 
cence and declared that a mistake must 
have boon made. In default of §2,500 
bail, ho was committed to jail. Paige is 
well known throughout Oregon, Wasliing- 
t'jn, Idaho and British Columbia. In his 
position of traveling agent ho showed 
more than ordinary skill and persever- 
ance in ferreting and bringing to justice 
those who had robbed Wells, Fargo & 
Co.'s treasure bo.^es. In what was known 
as tho Blue Mountain robbery, ho not 
only worked up tho case and had tlio 
robbers sent to prison, but ho took tiio 
father of one of the convicted men, visted 
tho prison arid succeeded in ascertaining 
tho spot were §5,000 had been buried. 
Shortly afterward lie was placed incliargo 
of tho B.iker City oflicc, 'wliich ho con- 
ducted until a j'oarago, when ho wasdi.s- 
missed, and at that tinio it was said he 
had not given up all tho keys of the 
office. Last winter ho brought suit against 
tho company for an amount of money he 
claimed duo him for oflice rent. The case 
was tried in the United States court in 
this city, but tlio jury failed to find a 
verdict for tho amount ho claimed, In 
conversation witli an Orcgonian rojiorter 
in the city jail yesterd.iy afternoon, Paigo 
said that ho was entirely innocent of tho 
robbery, and knew jio more about it than 
he^tho reporter) did. He claims that his 
arrest is malicious prosecution on tho 
part of John J. Valontino, suporinton- 
dont, and S. D. Barstow, assistant super- 
intendent of the company.

Doctor McLe.an, late of To males, 
Marin county, with a few frionds of con- 
siderable oxporicncein silver oro, wont up 
tho mountain to the Yalo silver mine 
and has pronounced very favorably of tho 
rock. Thoy had a hairsbreadth escape in 
coming down the mountain by coming in 
contact, accidentally, with a black bear 
and three cubs. The old boar at once 
charged on the party and were it not for 
their astounding pluck and prodigious 
agility "theiS-gobao was .cooked." How- 
ever, thoy arrived safe in town more scar- 
ed than hurt.

Tlio grading 
in solid rock at other points is still pro- 
gressing rapidly, and a largo force of men 
aro at other points for 7 or 8 miles above 
Yalo, and likewise above at hoa\'y work 
near tho 13-railo point.

Theory of an Opon Soa Esplainod. 

'lo THE Editoh of the Colonist : — 
Sir,— The question of the existence of 
open water within the Arctic ice-bar- 
rier — in other words an open Polar 
sea more or less extended according to 
the .season — cannot, 1 respectfully sug- 
gest, be .so suuiiuarily dispo.sed of as, in 
a notice of Captain Markhanvs recent 
lecture, you seem disposed to think. Tlie 
direct evidence in favor of the existence 
of this open area is too cogent to be 
lightly set aside. Captain Markham, 
however, of whose lecture I havo read 
an interesting resume in your columns, 
takes apparently a contrary view j but 
I deferentially submit that, .so far, no- 
thing has been adduced to invalidate 
the well-founded and authoritative 
opinion which has so long been enter- 
tained. The expedition under Captain 
Narc."3, in which Captain Markham 
took a prominent part, attained, upon 
the ice, in or near the meridian of 80° 
west, to tho extreme latitude yet re- 
corded, namely, 8.3° 27'. 

Party, in 1827, in longitude about 
20" oast, reached ns high as 82° 45', 
al.so on the ice. For convenience .sake, 
however, let us assume that tlie 
parallel of 83° has been equally attain 
ed on all meridians, and thero still re- 
mains an included area of some 588,000 
square geograi)hical miles shrouded in 
impenetrable mystery. To say nothing 
of the opinion of Sir John Barrow and 
other high authorities, founded on the 
experience of many navigators, and tho 
evidence, almo.'-.t direct, of Captain Sir 
Edward Parry, we have tho assurance 
of others, including that o£ Baron 
Wrangol and more recently of Dr, 
Kane, that tho fact of an open 
sumuier sea within this area has been 
positively witnessed — possibly shifting 
with circumstances, jts precise limits, 
but yet broadly existing. 

It will be perceived that I hero adopt 
without hesitation tho acconnt giyon 
by Dr, Kane, which'the lecturer, as it 
appears to me, regards with Rorno de- 
gree of incredulity, AVcre this princi- 
ple of doubt as to the acyjuracy of ob- 
servation (I will nob say of good faith) 
on the j)art of |)reviouB esplorors to bo 



once admitted, there would bo an end 
to all confldonce in tho assurances of 
any. Were it, indeed, a question of 
the alleged existence of land in a cer 
tain position, we are aware of the un- 
certainty that might attend the conclu- 
sion, amid the deceptive appearances of 
an icy sea. Witness the wide-famed 
"Croker INIountain.s," which resolved 
themselves cventuully into a fog-bank ; 
and other supposed lands in the oppo- 
site hemisphere, wliich after later scru- 
tiny, liavo also ' disappeared 'from the 
%iaps. But in the case in question, 
authenticated by tho unimpeachable 
guaranty of Dr, Kane, thero is room 
for no such uncertainty. Sight and 
hearing, with other concomitant evi- 
dence, aro adduced in support of the 
allegation, The_ assertions aro poaitive; 
and wo must either reject them altoge- 
ther as entirely unworthy of credit — 
which no one, assuredly, would venture 
to do — or accept them, as I myself cer- 
tainly feel bouml-to do, in all their 
cogency. ' - . 

The personal experience of Captain 
Markham and his party, some twenty- 
three year.s later, proves unquestiona- 
bly that a diflerent condition of things 
then prevailed in and around the same 
position. Undor the balance of evi- 
dence, therefore, it only remains to 
cite -the discrepance as ono mot& in- 
stance of that vicissitude of local cir- 
cumstancQ in these seas which has 
from the first baflled the calculation of 
navigators, and of which the record is 
not wanting. 

But apart from the question -of evi- 
dence loading directly to an aflirmative 
couclu.sion, there are facts from which, 
I submit, the liko conclusion may be 
analogically inferred. To these I shall 
presently advert ; but 1 should first 
explain (and this explanation will also 
sujiply the reason for my now address- 
ing you) somo preliminary circum- 
stances : A good many years ago, in 
response to an invitation by the British 
As-sociation addressed to tho oflicers of 
the Hudson B.ay Company, of which 
body I was then a member, I felt 
called upon to notice a statement on a 
subject nearly connected with that 
under consideration, which, through 
erroneous inference, had been published 
by the well-known traveller. Baron 
Wrangel. The seeming enigma was 
easily solved, and a good deal of anx- 
ious speculation sot at rest Subae- 
quently, after longer experience, I ad- 
dressed to the lloyal Geographical So- 
ciety a secoiui paper, supplementary to 
the first : and in this I made applica- 
tion, inferentially, of certain develop- 
ments observed in the groat lakes of 
tho North-western interior, as probably 
explanatory of corresponding phenome- 
na supposed to be developed within the 
Arctic confines. . 

I do not of course profess to give in 
this place more than uu outline of the 
contents of these papers. Both appear 
in tho published transactioi).s of the 
Society — the last in the proceedings of 
May, 1873. Tho general purport may 
be briefly reoapitulated : 

1. In the rivers, in tho laklfti, and in- 
doad in ovory sheet of water that is not 
a mere surface pond, up to tho very sum- 
mit of tho Rocky Mountains, certain va- 
cancies in the ico appear during winter 
which are not appreciably aflectcd by tho 
severest cold. In tho largo lakes, having 
great depth, those vaqancios are some- 
times of vory considorabl'o dimensions, 
occurring at tho outlet of tho lake, and 
where a main tributary enters. By the 
French Canadian i'oi/f((/«n« those openings 
aro termed nutrei, corresponding with tho 
Russian term Polynia, similarly applied. 
It might, perhapB, bo computed that sev- 
eral hundred square miles of surface aro 
thus kept permanently opon within a cer- 
tain area adjacent to tho Rocky Moun- 
tains, and this under a tomporaturo neces- 
sarily variable in parts, but in parts ap- 
proaching at intervals to tho limit of ex- 
treme Arctic cold. 

2. In tho more shallow lakes, and gon- 
orally in rivors (though these sometimes 
combined with other accidental causes) 
this result may be ascribed to tho action 
of ordinary surface-springs: in tho larger 
and deeper lakes, to the flow of warm 
water from deep-saated aubtorranean fis- 
sures, rising to the surface, and diffusing 
its influence, in conformity with obvious 
natural laws. 

3. Tho constantly renewed asration of 
tho waters, indispensable to the existence 
of tho trilies wliich inhabit thom, is a 
patent reason for this bonoficont natural 
provision. Without it, too, those land 
animals which derive their subsistonco 
from tho waters, and therefore require 
uninterrupted access, must* unquestion- 
ably perish. 

. To consider these propositions in in- 
verse order I submit: 

1. That that care which Nature ox- 
tends to hor creatures in and around 
tho confined interior waters, is not 
denied under similar circumstances to 
the inhabitants of those broader waters 
which surround the Pole, and to tlie 
innumerable warm-blooded amphibia 
frequenting, we may reasonably con- 
clude, the same localities. 

2. That, since the operations of Na- 
ture are uniform, the liko results are 
produced by similar causes; and there- 
fore ! 

3. That occupying a position with 
regard to tho bordering continents an- 
alogous to that which an inland lake 
occupies in relation to its immediate 
shores, a similar development must bo 
produced, but on a scale commensur- 
able with the wider area acted upon, 
and the more extensive controlling in- 
fluences, * 

It may be assumed, I submit, that 
even in the oquat'orial oceans the con- 
stant emission of water at a compara- 
tively high temperature from tho great 
subterranean reservoirs, produces a 
direct though unappreciable eSect in 
the natural economy. The universality 
of this latent agency is proven by the 
revelations of the Artesian well. The 
discharge of theso deep subterranean 
rivers iDeneath the ocean bed, at dis- 
tances varying obviously with tho de- 
scription of their confining strata, is 
also proven, or where not jffoven. may 
be inferred: But -while, in tbe vastness 
of the receptacle, we may ba unable to 
detect the physical eflfect v/hich these 
constant agencies produce in the great 
equatorial oceans, wo may, reasoning 
iroii^ the Ijnpwp effects produced by tho 



similar agency in the fresh water seas 
of the interior, conceive of the grand 
result produced by the deep and heated 
northern drainage of the IJoreal conti- 
nents, all alUucnt towards, and conver-. 
gent in, the confined area of the Polar 
basin. 

Hence, . I submit, not only that the 
alleged existence of a Polynia around 
tho Arctic Pole may be considered 
without astonishment ; but that, in the 
order of Nature, it must necessarily 
exist thor& - • ' . - 

The conditions of a Polynia are 
briefly these : Kopt permanently open 
as a whole, the dimensions may bo 
slightly contracted by a protracted con- 
tinuance of veiy .severe cold, but aro 
quickly restored on a relaxation. With 
advancing spring, and aided by the in- 
creasing power of tho sun, tlio dimen- 
sions rapidly increase — tho warm flow 
of superficial water ince-ssantly eroding 
the surrounding ice from beneath. 

The observations of all navigators 
concur in proof that around the Polo a 
southerl}- current prevails on all. sides 
— .slow, indeed, but incessant and flow- 
ing, obviously, from a common centre. 
The observations of Score.sb}', Wells, 
and others prove that portions, at least, 
of this current are of a temperature ex- 
ceptionally higli ; while it has also been 
proved that much of the drift-ice con- 
veyed by it has been thawed only from 
beneath. All these circumstances favor 
tho condition.s of tho Polynia. Tho in- 
fluence of the Gulf Stream, the con- 
venient agent usually summoned to 
solve all cosmical diilicultios, cannot 
reasonably bo cited here — and the. only 
alternative ajiparcntly is, to admit, as 
it seems to me, causes having an, origin 
purely internal of the unknown area, 
and probably such an I havo before 
souglit to indicate;. 

The gradual incroaso of the mean 
temperature with a northerly progress 
within the Arctic Circle, has been as- 
sorted ; and, if proved beyond question, 
would tend directly to support tho 
theory argued. The observations of 
the Kussian party under Pachtussoff, 
in the years 1832-3 and 1833-4, are, in- 
deed, evidence in favor of the assertion 
not to bo readily gainsayed. Taken 
■with acrupuloua care, at intervals of 
two hours only, during the whole pe- 
riod, tho first series of'more than twelve 
months established tho mean annual 
temperature of the South-eastern end 
of Novaia Zemlia at 15* of Fah- 
renheit : the second, that of a 
point on the western coast of the 
same island, two and a-half degrees 
farther north, at 16° 9 — a notal^le in- 
crease, and which if continued uninter- 
ruptedly to tho pole in the same ratio 
would indicate a mean annual tempera- 
ture there somewhat in excess of the 
freezing point. On the whole there is 
much to countenance the belief, which 
at tho risk of being deemed an en- 
thusiasi I must confess I personally 
entertain, that within tho polar con- 
fines a comparatively mild temperature 
prevails. Such mitigation is obviously 
not ascribable to solar influenoe, but 
must be assigned to other and more 
continuous causes, locally and power- 
fully acting. In producing direct cli- 
matic eflfect.s, however, and co-operating 
with other agencies, the power of the 
sun must be vory great during the six 
months that that luminary appears 
above tho horizon — and at the pole it- 
self especially, which, without variable 
meridian enjoys constantly tho sun's 
rays at the extroino altitude of its de- 
clination. Such influence, continuously 
in action around, and oblique though 
that action be, doubtless produces very 
powerful efiects; but to accomplish 
even tho results which are admittedly 
recognized by the opponents of the 
more extended theory, they must be 
combined , with other recondite causes 
such as I have assumed to exist, and to 
which a wider action has been assigned. 

After all, it will perhaps be urged, 
tho decision of this vexed question must 
rest on the proof of actual experience 
alone — a proof, it may be confidently 
hoped, not remotely prospective. Yet 
the mere discussion of probabilities, on 
theoretical grounds, cannot bo devoid 
of interest; and especially to those 
whose relatives or connexioDB a.m al- 
ready engaged, in a renewal of the 
hazardous emprise, in the jirosecution 
of which so much heroic devotion has 
already been displayed. Consjficuous 
amid this adventurous band, albeit I 
may, in all courtesy, differ from him 
widely on certain points of speculative 
opinion, I may be permitted to rank 
the gallant lecturer who has recently 
given so rich an intellectual treat to 
our community. I am, sir.

Ci.vciNNATi, July 19, — A dangerous 
impostor has been obtaining endorse- 
ment of ministers on checks for small 
sums and then decamping. His name 
is given as tho Rev, Thomas James, of 
Oxford, England. Ho ofiiciated in 
several churches and disarmed sus- 
picion.

Leadville, July 17. — This evening 
a miner named Baker entered Man- 
velle's hardware store to collect some 
mining assessments. He demanded of 
tho clerk a revolver out of the show 
case and on being refused pulled a re- 
volver out of his pocket threatening 
everybody in the store Policeman 
John Corbell attempted to arrest him. 
Baker told him to stand back, but Cor- 
bell rushed at Baker and Baker fired, 
wounding him mortally, then rushed 
upthe8treet,severalpolicemenfollowing. 
Policeman Stewart closed with Baker 
who fatally wounded Stewart and 
slightly wounded another policeman. 
Baker was then overpowered and jailed. 

EURO.PE. 
Berlin, July 17. — Bismarck has re- 
covered from neuralgii and rheuma- 
tism. 

In many well informed circles it is 
stated that tho German admiralty has 
been requested by the foreign office to 
report how many men of war could be 
ready in a short time for service in for- 
eign waters. From this it is concluded 
that tho government is willing to jiarti- 
cipate in the coming naval demonstra- 
tion, but it is generally believed that 
the German navy will be represented 
by one ship only, 

Germany has repeatedly tried during 
the last few days to convince Turkish 
statesmen that it would be fiilly in ac- 
cordance with tho real interests of the 
porto -to accept the resolutions of the 
Berlin conference. 

Paris, July 18, — M, Gambetta pro- 
sit ed to day over a densely crowded 
mr;eting at Belledllei He said that 
tho now republican constitution could, 
defy all attack.^, no matter from what 
quarter they might come. This declar- 
ation was received with loud cheers, 

London, July 17. — Gladstone has 
remitted 15 per cent. of_.tho semi-an- 
nual rents of his "Hawarden tenants on 
account "of losses from tlio exceptional 
season and reduced prices. He pre- 
viously reduced their rents in the same 
amounts in 1879. • 

The weather through the west has 
been unusually adverse to business and 
agriculture, and somo parts of the 
country are oven disastrously still, hot 
and sultry with frequent thunder 
storms. Parts of Leicestershire, Not- 
tingliamshiro, Yorkshire, Gloucester- 
shire are submerged by tho overflow of 
rivers. Railway traffic is impeded and 
crops, especially hay, arc ruined. Some 
have been lost by floods. 

Paris, July 16.— Rochefort declares 
any compromise hetween hioi and Gam 
betta impossible. He says that the ex- 
isting chamber of deputies ib entitled to 
no respect because it has abdicated its 
functions and has surrendered its 
authority to Gambetta. Genoses Cas- 
sairo may be' dangerous as Roman 
Cffisars and that all true republicians 
should unite to nip this dangerous ora- 
tor in the bud. Gambetta gave a din- 
ner last night to officers who came to 
Paris to receive flags. He visits Cher 
bourg August 9th where a gfand ban- 
quet will he given by the municipality. 

SOUTH AMEBIOA. 
Rio DE Janeiro, July 1. — Elections 
occurred at Victoria, province of Pcr- 
nambuc, and to quell a disturbance 
tlio military fired on tho populace and 
killed 20, including Baron Escoda. 
Many were wounded.'
